Tonguo River, noar the base or tho Wolf Mountains.
Here he deleatod tbe vastly superior forces of the
bostiles in a decisive engagement on tbo 8th ol Decem¬
ber. About tho 25th ol January General Miles sent
tho celebrated half breed scout Uruyore with
a captivo Indian woman as mos»eugors to
tho hostile camp aud offered the warrior* terms of sur-
reuder. About February 20 these partios returned to
Touguo Itlvor, accompanied by about ouo hundred of
tbe chtel warriors oi Crazy Morse's camp. Thoy heid
a counsel with Genoral Miles, and agreed to return and
induou tbolr people to surrender. *

He will not belong in ilulsblng
tho war. His brilliant campaigns last winter demon¬
strated this. To blm la undoubtedly due tbowbolo
credit of tbo surrender of the hostile Indians both at
Tongue River and Cbeyenue Agency, and your cor¬
respondent leels that he is sate in predicting that in
less thun ninety days General Miles will buve killed
or captured ovury hostile Indian In Montana Ter¬
ritory.

COUNT OF TBE CAPITULATION.

Tbe oOlcial report of tbe surrender of Cray Horse's
band at Fort Robinson puts tbe whole number of sur¬

rendering Indians at SHJ, of whom 217 were men.
Two thousand ponies and 117 stands of arms wore
also given up.

Woug Ching Foo, the enthusiastic young Chinaman

who wus educated at Harvard College some yours ago,
and who has now undertaken to onlighten the Amer¬
ican people In regard to tho dontrlneu ol Buddhism,
made his bow from tho lecture platlorm at Stciuway
Hall Inst night to about two hundred porsous.

stockholder aud a subject ol Great Britain. Tho pay-

It had
not parted with the title to tho land oxcept where It
waa MM IB accordance with law. If the tax of the
State ol Nevada were levied on this property as be-
longlqg to tho United Slates It would bo void: II it
were levied ot> property of tho minor it might be col¬
lected without allocting or embarrassing the title
of the United States, aud there was no grouud for in-
terlereuce with the processes of the Stato In the eol¬

ation ol the tax. After making a few extract. from
tho Mato law ol Nevada to show what "it Is that is

taxea-uatnely, tho ores, tailings and mineral
bearing material-after deducting the actual
cost or extracting the ores and other ex-

penses, tho opinion proceeded to say that
tho ore thus detached became personal property, the
ownership ol Vhicb was iu the man whose labor, capl-
tal und skill had discovered and developed the mine
and extracted the ore. It was then free Irom auy lieu
claim or title ol the United Stales, aim was rightfully
subject to taxation by tho State Ulco any other kind
or personal property. The United States had not
auy Interest m the tax or in tho salo of tho property
taxed; such possessory claims were tho subject of bar-
gaia and sale and constituted very largely the wealth
or the Pacific coast Stales. They were properly in the
fullest sense of the woru, aud the ownership, transfer
and use wero governed by la* and recognized by tho
Slates, rbeeo claims might bo sold, transferred mort¬
gaged aud inherited without Infringing on the title
of the United Slates. They might also bo made sub¬
ject to a lieu lor taxes, and the claim, such as it was
recognized by tho statute be sold to eulorco tho lien.'
There was nothing in prluclple or In any interest
which the United States had In tho land to prevent It.
The opinion or the Circuit Court dismissing tho bill

was afflrmed. Mr. Justice Field, being disqualified as

a shareholder In one or the Nevada mines, took
no part in the decision or tho tase. The victory is an
Imporiaut ouo to tho State of Mevada, whose coders
will now overflow with the delinquent money duo
rroin tho mines, said to amount to several millions ol
dollars, enough It is believed to exempt tho land of the
Stato irom taxation and rua Its goveromont lor many
yours.
